Bear Mr. Curtis: 

Same weeks ago, Mr. Horten ia your «f»« telaphtmed me 
concerning certain of Bm atatemeate made fcjr Mr. Khre»hchev 
concerning intelligence. At that time wo wore unable to make any 
•pacific comment. Aa of now, however, the matter haa been 
carefully considered and 1 can faratsh yea with a am* additional 
comment. 

Khrushchev* a comments about iataUlgeaca actlvitlaa and 
the Central Intelligence Agency, in ear mind, represent part of a 
deliberate campaign to discredit V. S. Intelligence and that laavo 
a clearer field for Commaaiet anbveralon. If there le a thaw la the 
Geld War* Khruahehav obviously weald like to dapriva tha Halted 
State* of one of ita principal weapon* for combating Communism. 

You have noted, of course, that ia ell of hie talk about da airing peace. 
Khrushchev haa atated teat ideecew haa aot renounced and will mot 
change ita objective teat all of tha nations of tea free world ehould 
and ahull become Communist. 


Ae far aa Khruehchev'e specific claim a are concerned, 1 
weald point oat first that one of hia motive* was to draw oat any 
information that aay official reply or action might supply. You 
r a cognise, of coarse, that from time to time agent* are exposed end 
apprehended. This often happens to Soviet agents. These agents 
sometime a carry hate money and cipher# known as one-time pads. 
These pads are useful solely ter communication between teat agent 
and hia heme bate, end do aot effect any ether communication system. 
Aa far aa we are concerned, Khrushchev has aot got matte comfort 
out of us ia tele respect; ia fact, nothing comparable to what w# have 
gained from Soviet defectors and agents.
